INCOME-TAX 

CAPITAL GAINS ACCOUNTS SCHEME 1988 

G.S.R. 724 (E):—4n exercise of the powers confe¬ 
rred by sub-section (2) of section 54, sub-section (2) 
of section 54B, sub-section (2) of section 54D, sub¬ 
section (4) of section 54F and sub-section (2) of 
seotion 54G of the Income-tax Act 1961 (43 of 1961) 
the Central Government hereby frames the following 
Scheme namely :— i 

1. Short title commencement and application.— 

(1) This Soheme may be called the Capital Gains 
Accounts Scheme 1988. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

(3) It applies to all assessecs who are eligible 
for exemption under section 54, 54B, 54D, 
54F or 54G of the Income-tax Act 1961 (43 
of 1961). 

2. Definitions — 

In this Scheme unless the oontext other¬ 
wise requires,— 

(a) “aocount” means a deposit account under 
this Soheme; 

(b) “Aocount-A” means Deposit Account-A men¬ 
tioned in paragraph 4 of this Scheme; 

(c) “Aooount-B” means Deposit Account-B men¬ 
tioned in paragraph 4 of this Scheme; 

(d) “Act” means the Income-tax Act, 1961 (43 of 
1961); 

(e) “Deposit Office’’ means any branch or branch 
office of the State Bank of India constituted 
under the State Bank of India Act, 1955 (23 of 
1955), or of a subsidiary bank as defined in 
the State Bank of India (subsidiary Banks) 
Act, 1959 (38 of 1959), or, of a corresponding 
new bank constituted under section 3 of the 
Banking Companies (Acquisition and Trans¬ 
fer of Undertakings) Act, 1970 (5 of 1970) or 
under section 3 of the Banking Companies 
(Acquisition and Transfer of Undertakings) 
Aot, 1980 (40 of 1980), authorised by the 
Central Government, by notification in the 
Official Gazette, to receive deposit and main¬ 
tain account of the depositor, under this 
Scheme; 


(f) “depositor” means an assessee who is eligible 
to make a deposit under seotion 54, 54B, 54D, 
54F or 54G of this Aot; 

(g) all other words and expressions used herein 
but not defined and defined in the Act shall 
have the meanings respectively assigned to 
them in the Act. 

(h) “Form” means a form appended to this 
Scheme. 

3. Deposits how to be made.— 

A deposit or deposits may be made under 
the provisions of section 54 or section 54B or 
seotion 54D or section 54F or section 54G of the 
Act by any depositor intending to avail of the 
benefit under the said section or sections of the 
Act, as the case may be, in accordance with the 
provisions of this Scheme. 

4. Types of Deposits.— 

(1) There shall be two types of deposit aooounts, 
namely:—• 

(i) “Deposit ACCOUNT-A” and 

(ii) “Deposit ACCOUNT-B”. 

I 

(2) The deposit made under Account-A shall be 
in the form of ‘savings deposit’ and subject 
to the other provisions of this Scheme 
withdrawals under this aooount can be made 
from time to time by the depositor. 

(3) The deposit made under AoaoUut-B shall be 
in the form of ‘term deposit’ with an option 
to the depositor to keep the deposit as cumu¬ 
lative or non-cumulative deposit. Except as 
provided under paragraph 7 and paragraph 9, 
withdrawals under this account can ‘>e made 
only after the expiry of the period tor which 
the deposit under this account has been 
made and accepted. 

(4) Such deposits may be made in one lump sum 
or in instalments at any time on or before 
the due date of furnishing the reuturn of 
income under sub-section (1) of section 139 
of the Act as is applicable in the case of the 
depositor. 

5. Application for opening Aooount.— 

(1) Every depositor who is desirous of oponing 
an account c r accounts, as the case may be 
under this Soheme for the first time, shall 
apply to the deposit office in form A or as 
near thereto as possible, in duplicate and 
tender the amount of deposit payable in the 
manner specified in sub-paragraph (4) and 
a depositor intending to avail of the benefit 
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under more than one section of the Act, as 
referred to in paragraoh 3, shall make separate 
applications in the same manner, for opening 
account or accounts under eaoh of such 
sections, 

(2) While applying under sub-paragraph (l) of 
the depositor shall exercise his option as to 
whether the amount is to be deposited in 
Account-A or in Accounl-B or in both the 
accounts, and in case of the depositor exer¬ 
cising his option to open Account-B, the 
depositor shall also exercise his option as to 
whether the deposit is to be made as cumula¬ 
tive or non-cumulativc deposit as referred iu 
sub-paragraph (3) of paragraph 4. 

(3) on receipt of an application under sub-para¬ 
graph (1), the deposit office shall open an 
account oi accounts in the name of the depo- 
siter as opted bv him under sub-paragraph 
( 2 ). 

(4) The payment of amount of deposit shall be 
made by the depositor cither in cash or by 
crossed cheque or by draft alongwith the 
application. 

(5) Every subsequent deposit shall be made into 
the deposit office at which the account stands, 
in the same manner as stipulated in sub- 
paragraph (4). 

(6) If the deposit is made by a cheque or a draft 
then, subject to such cheque or draft being 
realised, the effective date of deposit for tlra 
purpose of claiming exemption under the Act 
will be the date on which the cheque or draft 
is received by the depo-.it office alongwith the 
application under sub-paragraph (I) or sub¬ 
paragraph (5), as the case may be. 

(7) The interest on-the amount of deposit shall 
accrue and will be calculated subject to the 
provisions of paragraph 8, with effeot from 
the date of deposit in cash or the date of 
realisation of the proceeds of the cheque 
or the draft tendered the depositor. 

(8) In the case of deposit under Aocount-A, the 
deposit office shall issue a passbook to the 
depositor wherein all amounts of deposits, 
withdrawals, together with interest due, shall 
be cut .red over the signature of the authorised 
officer of the deposit office, 

(9) In the case of deposit under Account-B, 
deposit office shall issue a deposit 
receipt wherein the principal amount of 
deposit, date cf deposit, date of maturity of 
deposit shall be entered over the signature o 
the authorised offloer of the deposit office. 


6. Issue of Duplicate Passbook or Receipt.— 

In the event of toss or destruction of the pass¬ 
book or receipt referred to in sub-paragraph (8) 
or sub-paragraph (9) of paragraph 5, the deposit 
office may, on an application made tc it in tlii, 
behalf, issue a duplicate thereof. 

7 , Transfer and Conversion of the Account.'—* 

(1) A depositor may, if he so desires, apply for 
transfer of his account or accounts, from one 
deposit office to another deposit office of the 
,ame bank. 

(2> A depositor having a deposit in Account-B, 
may, at any time, if he so desires, apply in 
Form-B or as near thereto as possible, to¬ 
gether with his deposit receipt, for transfer 
of the amount standing to his credit in Acc- 
cUnt-B to his deposit in Account-A opened 
under the same section of the Aci under 
which the said Account-B was opened and the 
request of the depositor may be accepted 
subject to tne other previsions of this Scheme. 

(3) (a) A depositor while applying under sub- 
paragraph (2) shall furnish in Form-B the 
requisite particulars of his Aocouut-A to' 
which the amount from Account-B is required 
to be transferred; 

(b) Where the depositor is not having a 
deposit in Account-A he shall state such 
fact and also make a request tor opening a 
Account-A in his name, as specified in 
Form-B. 

(4) If the request under sub-paragraph (2) has 
been made for transfer of amount standing 
to the credit in Accounl-B, before the expiry 
of the specific period for which the deposit 
Account-B was made, such request shall be 
treated as premature withdrawal cf amount 
from deposit in the said Account-B and the 
amount of interest aoented, if any, in the said 
Account-B shall be calculated by the deposit 
office in accordance with the provisions of 
sUb-paragraph (4) of paragraph 8. 

(5) If the request under sub-paragraph (2) has 
been made for transfer of amount standing 
to the credit in Account-B on or after the 
expiry of the specific period for which the 
deposit in Account-B was made, the amount 
of interest accrued in Account-B diall be 
calculated at normal rate as specified by the 
Reserve Bank of India in pursuance of proa- 
graph 8 in respect of a deposit in Account B, 
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(6) On receipt of an application under sub-para 
graph (2), the deposit office shall calculate 
the amount of interest, if any, accrued 
Aacount-B till the date on which actual 
transfer of amount to Account-A is made, 
subject to the provisions of paragraph 8 and 
close Account-B after transferring the total 
amount standing to the credit in Acoount-B 
to Account-A : 

Provided that where in suoh case of trans¬ 
fer the depositor does not have a deposit in 
Aooount-A, an Account-A shall be opened 
in the name of the depositor and the amount 
standing to his credit in Account-B shall then 
be transferred to Account-A as so opened. 

(T) A depositor, if lie so desires, may apply in 
Form B together with his Passbook, for 
opening an Aocounl-B in his name, by way of 
transfer of the whole or any part of the 
amount sUnoing to his credit in Account-A, 
under the same section of the Act under which 
his Account-A has been opened. 

(S’) After the conversion of Account-B to Aocounl- 
A or vice-versa in the manner specified 
above, the interest in newly opened account 
or accounts, as the case may be, shall accru e 
with effect from the date of opening of suoh 
account or accounts. 

8. Interest.— 

(1) Interest at such rate as may be specified by the 
Reserve Bank of India, from time to time, 
shall be allowed for each calendar mouth on 
the lowest balance at the credit of a depositor 
under Account-A. between the close of the 
10th day and the end of the month dnd shall 
be creuited to the ;u count at the end of each 
half year. 

(2) Interest at such rate, as may be specified by the 
Reserve Bank of India, from time to time, 
shall be allowed in respect of deposit in 
Acoount-B. In case of cumulative deposit 
in AcCount-B, the amount of interest aoorued 
will be deemed to have been reinvested and 
m case of non-cumulative deposit inAccount-B, 
the amount of intered will become due and 
payable at quarterly intervals. 

(3) Interest due at the end of each half year in 
respect of Account-A will be credited only 
when the amount is Rs. I/- or more "~ /1 *’ ' 
total amount of interest payable in rc 
Aeoouut-A or Accounl-B will be roui 

to the nearest five paise. 


(4) If a depositor applies under paragraph 7 or 
paragraph 9 or paragraph 13 for conversion 
of the account or withdrawal from the acc¬ 
ount or closure of the account, as the case 
may be, before completion of the period for 
which the deposit in Account-B has been 
accepted by the deposit office, the rate of 
interest payable in respect of such deposit 
shall be the one applicable to the period for 
which the deposit remained with the deposit 
office 1e ? s one per cent penalty for a premature 
withdrawal on account of such conversion 
or withdrawal or closure, as the case may be , 
and any adjustment required to be made on 
account of such premature conversion, with¬ 
drawal or closure with respect to amount of 
interest already credited to the account of 
the depositor, shall be made by the deposit 
office against the amount lying to the credit 
of the depositor in Aecourlt-B.
